WASHINGTON (AP) - The 1974 corn and soy- 


bean crops will fall far short of last year's level 
because of summer drought and killer frosts this 
fall, probably bringing with them higher meat 
prices, the Agriculture Department said Thursday. 


However, Don Paarlberg, the chief USDA 


economist, declined to speculate on the impact on 
overall food prices into 1975. Neither would he 
comment on Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz's 
prediction that the rate of increase will slow to 10 
per cent next year. 


The department's Oct. 1 survey shows a corn 


harvest expected to total 4,717,600,000 bushels, 16 
per cent below the record 5.64 billion bushel crop 
of 1973 and down 6 per cent from the September es- 
timate. 


Soybeans were estimated at 1,262,352,000 


bushels, a plunge of 19 per cent below the record 
1973 crop of nearly 1.57 billion bushels and 4 per 
cent below the September indications. 


Corn and soybeans are key livestock feed in- 


gredients and crucial to the production of meat, 
poultry and dairy products. The short supply 
already has driven up feed prices and led farmers 
to scrap plans for expanding inventories of feedlot 
cattle, hogs, poultry and dairy cows. 


However, Paarlberg said in a briefing after the 


October report was released, forage was one of the 
few crops showing improvement and would allow 
farmers to hold cattle on the farm, assuring a supp- 
ly of meat for the market next year. 


Paarlberg said that in light of the short feed 


crops, "the estimates of supply for livestock 
products in 1975 and 1976 must be revised 
downward somewhat. "And I would think that 
would mean the prices for livestock would have to 
be revised upward somewhat." 


The government had anticipated a 12 per cent 


rise in over-all food prices this year but later 


revised that to 15 to 17 per cent because of the 
summer drought. 


Paarlberg said the newest crop estimates in- 


cluded damage caused by frost in early and late 
September but not the Oct. 2 and 3 frosts 


However, he said the most recent frosts were not 


expected to add significantly to the loss. 


Deputy Asst. Secretary Richard Bell said the 


corn shortages had been anticipated when the 
department developed a program of voluntary 
grain export restraints and that the October figures 
would not require any further restrictions. 


Tight grain supplies had led President Ford last 


weekend to seek cancellation of sales of corn and 
wheat, totaling 125 million bushels and worth $500 
million to the Soviet Union. 


The partial export lid also imposed requires 


dealers to get advance approval from the govern- 
ment before settling further large sales with 
foreign buyers. 


SUN Might Ask State Funding

Noting the uncertainty for 


continued national funding for 
the State University of Nebraska 
(SUN), NU President D. B. 
Varner said Thursday that SUN 
may have to appeal for state fun- 
ding in the future. 


SUN is an experimental open- 


learning project offering college 
courses in the home through 
various media. 


Varner and SUN officials, 


appearing 
before 
the 


Legislature's Appropriations 
Committee, said more than 52 
million to develop the SUN 
project since 1971 has come from 
the U S. Office of Education, the 
National Institute of Education 
(NIE) and private foundations. 


Until Record Proven 


Varner said support from out- 


side the state "ought to carry the 
full cost, until there's a proven 
track record." Accounting 1 only 


began last month, and Introduc- 
tory Psychology will begin Nov. 
3. 


Meanwhile, SUN has applied 


for a five-year, $12.5 million NIE 
grant, on which a decision is 
expected in December. But 
Varner explained that the U.S. 
Senate has "cut off" all NIE fun- 
ding, while the House chopped 
NIE's appropriation request to 
$80 million. 


When NIE decides on the fun- 


ding outlook for SUN, Varner 
said he will notify the Ap- 
propriations Committee "what 
our needs may be." He es- 
timated they "will not be very 
great." 


SUN's parent — the Univer- 


sity of Mid-America (UMA) — 
will pay for course development, 
Varner explained, and said, "We 
think it's reasonable that the 
states (in UMA) assume the cost 
for delivery" to students. 


Committee Vice Chairman 


Robert Clark of Sidney 
questioned "how much obliga- 
tion we have to the people" to 
provide SUN courses, noting 577 
enrollees to date. He indicated 
SUN might detract from com- 
munity colleges' services locally. 


Varner replied that on 


traditional NU campuses, the 
state supplies S3 for every $1 
each student pays in tuition. For 
SUN courses, "We can cut the 
state share in half." 


"Our target is to ask you for 


$1.50 per credit hour" for every 
dollar charged SUN students, he 
said. SUN courses cost $18 per 
credit hour, plus a $16 materials 
fee. 


Not 'High-Cost1 


Varner said he believes SUN 


"can demonstrate this is Hot a 
high-cost educational program." 
He said if SUN delivers courses 
"for less cost" than those on 
traditional campuses, then there 
is "no argument for our not 


being in existence." 


Executive Director Jack 


McBride said housewives and 
mothers comprise the largest 
segment of SUN students in the 
pilot courses. Varner said that 
indicates success of SUN's inten- 
tion "to reach a student clientele 
not now being reached" by 
Nebraska colleges. 


McBride said if SUN studies 


bear out, the target audience of 
"adults who cannot or will not 
attend" traditional college cam- 
puses could increase by one- 
third the number of Nebraskans 
pursuing higher education. 


SUN Provost Melvin George 


said the courses could build in- 
dividuals' self-confidence in the 
privacy of their homes, en- 
couraging SUN students that 
they are capable of studying on 
traditional campuses.

White Says Ford Inflames 
Resistance To Integration

BOSTON (AP) - Mayor Kevin 


H. White said Thursday that 
President Ford has inflamed 
resistance to integration. White 
refused to accept any new busing 
plans until the federal govern- 
ment protects school children. 


Meanwhile, sporadic violence

an integration plan ordered by a 
U.S. District Court judge. 


White said he would not 


cooperate with a more extensive 
integration program scheduled 


to begin next September unless 
the federal government spells 
out when it will call in troops • 
and marshals and helps pay for 
police protection. 


However, the Ford ad- 


ministration ruled out troops or 
marshals and instead announced 
that it was sending five Justice 
Department lawyers here "to 
help insure prompt enforcement 
of federal criminal civil rights 
laws." 


Attorney General William B. 


Saxbe also said late Thursday

Laborites Head For Victory 


LONDON (AP) - Prime 


Minister Harold Wilson and his 
Labor party appeared headed 
toward victory early Friday in 
Britain's crisis election. He 
claimed he could not be beaten 
even though returns were still in- 
complete. 


The Laborites were just 26 


seats short of an absolute 
majority with 146 of the 635 
House of Commons seats still.to 
be decided. 


It appeared that only a rever- 


sal of the trend toward Labor 
could keep Wilson from the 
majority he wanted to put 
through a tax-the-rich program 


to help pull Britain out of its 
economic crisis. 


However, Edward Heath, 


leader of the opposition Conser- 
vatives, refused to concede 
defeat. "We battle on!" he said. 


But Wilson said he was sure he 


would be forming his fourth 
Labor government on Friday. 


"Whatever happens the Tories 


cannot take it away from us 
now," Wilson told newsmen. 


Computer projections of 


British news and television 
organizations all predicted vic- 
tory for Wilson — but a narrow 
one 


Wilson needed at least 318 


seats in the House of Commons 


to form a majority government. 
He had been heading a minority 
government with support from 
other parties since February. 


With 489 of the 635 seats 


decided, Labor had 292, the 
Conservatives 184. the Liberals 5 
and other parties 8. 


The Laborites were polling 


42.4 per cent of the popular vote, 
the Conservatives 35.4 per cent, 
Liberals 17.8 per cent and others 
4.4 per cent. 


The Liberals, led by Jeremy 


Thorpe, were running behind 
their returns in the election that 
brought Wi!s5r« back to power 
last February. 


alerted to investigate alleged 
violations of federal laws against 
interfering with a court order 
and against racial discrimina- 
tion. 


"There is no reason to send 


federal marshals," said Deputy 
White House Press Secretary 
John 
Hushen. 
"The 


maintenance of law and order in 
Boston is the job first of city 
authorities and secondly of state 
authorities."

The department also said Thursday it had sent 


exporters brief guidelines on the voluntary curbs, 
including an outline of how the government 
expects to approve or reject new large grain orders. 


A foreign country's yearly grain requirement and 


its own production, as well as reserves on hand, 
will be considered in deciding on new orders, the 
department said. 


Asked about the Soviet Union and China, which 


do not make public detailed production and stock 
figures, a spokesman said U.S. officials will "try to 
do the best we can" in judging those figures on 
then- own. 


The 1974 wheat crop was estimated at 1,781,000,- 


000 bushels, up 4 per cent from last year's record 
harvest. 


The report also said this year's corn crop will 


average 74 bushels per acre, down from 91.4 last 
year. Soybean yields were put at 24 bushels per 
acre, a drop from 27.8 last year. 


Iranian Order 
Worries Ford

President Ford fold a group of Midwestern con- 


gressmen Thursday that he was just as upset about 
a huge grain order from Iran as he was by the re- 
cent Russian order, First District Rep. Charles 
Thone said. 


The Iranian order for 400,000 long tons of grain 


apparently was also cancelled at the President's 
request. 


"The President was very disturbed about the 


purchase of grain by Iran. He told us that they 
already have us over the oil barrel and we must not 
let them get us over a food barrel as well," Thone 
said. 


Not In Best Interest 


Thone quoted the President as saying such 


massive sales were not in the "best interest" of the 
United States nor of our international friends who 
want to buy food from us. 


"He said three times that there were no plans to 


have export controls on agricultural products, but 
gave us no specific information other than to say 
that -massive sales would continue to be 
monitored," Thone said. 


The group of Republican congressmen included 


Thone, Reps. Wiley Mayne and Bill Scherie of 
Iowa, Mark Andrews of North Dakota, Gene Taylor 
of Missouri and Vernon Thomson of Wisconsin. 


During the half-hour meeting the congressmen 


also discussed the problems of cattle feeders and 
dairy farmers. 


'Not Hint Of Ban' 


"We talked about the problem of meat imports 


and dairy imports. Most of the conversation 
centered around the fact that dairy imports are not 
inspected when they come in. There were no hints 
of any impending ban on imports but he didn't in- 
dicate there wouldn't be any ban on imports 
either," Thone said. 


"I think the President now has a better un- 


derstanding of the problems of the cattle feeder 
and people in the dairy industry," Thone said. 


"One of the good things about this meeting is 


that it demonstrates that the problems of farmers 
can be brought directly to the President's attention 
on short notice. He promised to meet with us again 
whenever anything urgent came up," Thone said. 


Thone and the others asked for the meeting to 


get information on administration plans for expor- 
ting grain because many elevators and farm groups 
feared a ban on exports would cause grain prices to 
plummet to much lower levels, thus discouraging 
production of crops next year.

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Three Win Nobel Prize For Cell Biology Work 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) 


— Three scientists whose 
pioneering work in the United 
States contributed to research on 
cancer, hardening of the arteries 
and mysterious hereditary dis- 
eases were awarded the 1974 
Nobel Prize for physiology or 
medicine on Thursday. 


The $124,000 prize was shared 


equally by naturalized American 
Albert Claude, a 75-year old 
native of Belgium who directs 
the Institut Jules Bordet at 
Brussels University; British- 
born Christian de Duve, 57, who 
works at Rockefeller University 
in New York; and Romanian- 
born George Palade, 62, who 
heads the cell biology section at 
Yale University's School of 
Medicine. 


The three, whose major work 


was done at the Rockefeller 
Institute in New York, now 
known as Rockefeller Universi- 
ty, were cited for being "largely 
responsible for the creation of 
modern cell biology" through 
"their discoveries concerning 


the structural and functional 
organization of the cell." 


Their work showed how cells 


secrete substances essential to 
life, and how specialized cell un- 
its dispose of worn out parts and 
defend 
against foreign 


organisms like bacteria, the 
Royal Caroline Institute, the 
body that awards the Nobel 
Prize, said. 


Claude went to the United 


States in 1929 and for the next 
two decades worked mainly in 
the Department of Pathology 
and Bacteriology at the 
Rockefeller Institute. 


He was a pioneer in electronic 


microscopy and the biochemical 
study of cell structure, making a 
break-through in the relatively 
new discipline of cell biology, 
which in the past 30 years has 
become one of the most impor- 
tant areas of scientific research. 


Palade, Claude's pupil at the 


Rockefeller Institute, followed 
up his teacher's methods and 
combined them to become what 
a Swedish colleague called "the 


Albert Claude 


world's 
leading electron 


microscopist." 


In a series of "extremely 


elegant papers, Palade and his 
coworkers demonstrated many 
fascinating details of the 
secretory process of the cell," 
the Nobel citation said. 


De Duve is a biochemist who 


has made predictions about new 
structural components of the 
cell. He discovered the 


Christian de Duve 


aggressive cell enzyme called 
lysosome which works within 
the cell, breaking down worn-out 
components. 


The cell is normally protected 


from aggressive enzymes by 
membranes, but these can break 
down and the lysosomes get out 
of control and turn on the cell 
itself, devouring it. 


A Swedish professor said De 


Duve's discovery of the "Jekyll 


George Palade 


and Hyde" lysosomes is "of par- 
ticular importance in understan- 
ding the so-called storage dis- 
eases, caused by defects in the 
cell enzyme." 


He cited one in 25-30 varieties 


of mysterious hereditary dis- 
eases, called Tay-Sachs Disease, 
which he said often appears at 
an early age causing blindness at 
about 3 months, finally killing 
the brain. 


It is now possible to detect this 


disease in early pregnancy, 
enabling abortion. 
Previously 


people with one chance in four 
of a hereditary disease were ad- 
vised not to have children, he 
said. 


Claude and Palade both con- 


tributed to cancer research, 
showing how substances 
harmless in themselves could 
become toxic within the cell and 
cause cancer. Such particles can 
now be isolated and analyzed to 
see if they cause cancer. 


The prize winners also have 


contributed to knowledge about 
the causes of atherosclerosis, or 
hardening of the arteries. They 
have indicated a connection 
between the disease and a 
deficiency in the lysosome en- 
zymes, a Swedish colleague of 
the prize-winners said. 


In New York, De Duve said 


the result of their research may 
provide "new 
openings in 


studies of aging, atherosclerosis, 
the immune mechanism, and 
chemical treatment of cancer."

Washington (AP) — Congress 


completed action Thursday on a 
Watergate-triggered election bill 
designed to reduce the influence 
of special interests and control 
the flow of campaign money. 


The bill, sent to President 


Ford for his signature by a vote 
of 365-24 in the House, would 
finance the 1976 presidential 
election and nominating conven- 
tions with public funds. 


It would also apply strict 


limits to the amount of money 
candidates for President and 
Congress can spend, and on the 
contributions individuals and 
organizations can make to their 
campaigns. 


At the White House, press 


secretary Ron Nessen said "no 
final decision has been made by 
the President whether he will 
sign it or not." 


He said Congress had removed 


or softened some of the 
provisions which Ford had 
objected to and thus "improved 
chances the President will sign 
the bill." 


The maximum any individual 


could contribute would be $1.000 
to any one candidate and a total 
of $25,000 for all candidates, 
with no cash contributions over 
$100 allowed. 


And for the first time, a 


Federal Election Commission 
would be established to ad- 


minister the new rules, with the 
power to enforce them through 
court action. 


The major innovation in the 


bill is the public financing of the 
presidential nominating and 
election process. The money — 
up to a maximum of $20 million 
for each major party candidate 
m the November election — 
would come from the voluntary 
SI check-off on federal income 
taxes that has been in effect for 
the past two years. 


As of last July 1 the fund had 


about $29 5 million in it, and 
with two more years to ac- 
cumulate it is expected to be 
large enough to meet the 
demands. 


Candidates of minor parties 


that received at least 5 per cent 
of the national vote in the 
preceding election would be 
eligible for partial funding based 
on the percentage they did 
receive, and those that get at 
least 5 per cent in the 1976 elec- 
tion could get partial reimburse- 
ment of their expenses. 


In presidential primaries, a 


candidate who raised 55,000 
from each of 20 states could have 
that $100,000 matched by money 
from the check-off fund. Up to 
$250 of each subsequent con- 
tribution would also be matched. 


Spending on presidential

million and a candidate could 
not spend more in any state than 
twice the amount permitted a 
U.S. Senate candidate in that 
state. For the New Hampshire 
primary that would be $200,000; 
for California's, $2.3 million. 


The check-off fund would also 


be tapped to provide $2 million 
for each major party national 
convention in presidential elec- 
tion years. 


Candidates would not be 


required to use public financing, 
but if private funds were 
solicited, the limits on individual 
and organizational contributions 
•and the $20 million overall 
ceiling on spending would apply. 


As originally passed by the 


Senate, the bill would also have 
provided for public financing of 
House and Senate campaiigns. 
But the House, fearful such a 
provision would invite election 
opposition, refused to agree and 
the provision was dropped. 


As it is, the $70,000 limit on 


spending in House races was at- 
tacked by some members as in- 
hibiting challengers. "This is 
primarily an incumbent's bill," 
said Rep. William Armstrong, R- 
Colo. House Republican leader 
John Rhodes called it "a bill to 
preserve the Democratic majori- 
ty in Congress." 


The limitation on spending in 


Senate races is based on a for- 
mula using the voting age pop- 
ulation of each state. In 
primaries candidates could 
spend 8 cents for each potential 
voter. In general elections, it 
would be raised to 12 cents. 


That figures out to general 


election limits of $254,880 in 
Connecticut, $1.7 million in 
California, $917,520 in Illinois, 
$695,880 in Florida, $1 million in 
Pennsylvania and $966,000 in 
Texas, for a few examples. 


A minimum of $100,000 for 


primaries and $150,000 for 
general elections is set for small 
states. 


The limit in both House and 


Senate races would be boosted 
by 20 per cent to cover the cost 
of fund-raising, and in Senate 
races, state and national political 
party organizations would be 
allowed to spend 2 cents times 
the voting age population or 
$20,000 whichever is larger. 


The bill provides for future in- 


creases in all limits, based on the 
cost-of-living index. 


Added to the bill at the in- 


sistence of the House is a provi- 
sion limiting members of 
Congress to $1,000 for each 
speaking engagement or writing 
fee, with a maximum of $15,000 
in such income each year.

Burns Soys U.S. Recess/on Won'f Get Much Worse

Washington (UPI) - Wholesale prim in- 


creased at a dramatically slower rate last month, 
a top government economist said the country is in 
a recession but it won't get much worse, and the 
stock market soared for the second day in a row. 


These were President Ford's good news 


items Thursday as official Washington Concen- 
trated its efforts on the war against inflation. 


But for Ford the picture was mixed. 
On the bad news side, it appeared that 


Congress is unlikely to approve the his requested 
middle and higher income tax surcharge. Senate 
Democratic leader Mike Mansfield said Ford's 
economic proposals look a lot like the un- 
seccessful ones of the Nixon administration, and 
Sen. Henry A. Jackson, D-Wash., said the presi- 
dent already has surrendered to the oil-producing 
countries. 


Arthur Burns, chairman of the Federal 


Reserve Board, diiagreed with Ford on the 
current state of the economy. We are in a reces- 
sion now, he told a Congressional Joint Economic 
Committee hearing, but he added that he does 
'not expect it to get much worse. 


He said he disagreed with those observers 


predicting a severe worsening of the economic 
picture, and said that "on present evidence, I 
believe they are unduly pessimistic." 


Ford, in a news conference Wednesday, said 


the country has economic problems but is not in a 
recession currently. 


The tone of Burns's testimony appeared to be 


one of disappointment in the anti-inflation 
program, and some of his remarks were inter- 
preted by members as an invitation to Congress 
to go beyond the limits of Ford's proposals. 


Specifically, he said he shares the feeling of 


many members that insufficient money was being 


allocated to public service employment, and he 
was critical of the proposal for an across-the- 
board increase in the investment tax credit to 
10%. 


"The President's program is a well-balanced 


program," he said. "Whether it goes far enough 
as a whole is a question that members of 
Congress will answer differently." 


Developments on the economic front came 


rapidly as Congress prepared to recess until after 
the election. They included: 


—The wholesale price index rose only 0.1% in 


September, the smallest increase in a year. 
Before being adjusted for seasonal differences, 
the price index actually fell 0.1%. 


—In a memo released by the White House 


Thursday, Ford told his Cabinet members they 
were not doing enough to cut federal spending. 
"The suggestions-which you and others have 


made for reducing 1975 spending are insufficient 
if we are to hold spending to 1300 billion or 
below... the time is short... I attach special 
urgency to this effort." 


—The House Ways and Means Committee 


heard from Budget Director Roy Ash on Ford's 
tax proposals, but appeared even more hostile 
Thursday than it had been Wednesday to the idea 
of a surcharge for middle and high income 
taxpayers. Ash called the surcharge "equitable," 
but the members who questioned him were 
highly critical and Rep. James A. Burke, D-Mass., 
accused the administration of "trying to scare the 
hell out of people." 


There can be no congressional action on the 


program for at least six weeks or so. Both House 
and Senate will recess at the close of business 
Friday so members can devote full time to their 
re-election campaigns at home.

Depletion Statement 
By Ford 'Clarified' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Ford's chief spokesman 
"clarified" Ford's position on 
elimination of the oil depletion 
allowance Thursday, saying 
Ford believes it would be a mis- 
take to remove the allowance as 
long as the price of- oil is con- 
trolled. 


At a press conference 


Wedneday, Ford was asked "Is it 
your own view that the oil deple- 
tion allowance should be phased 
out?" 


"The answer is yes," Ford 


responded. 


But White House Press 


Secretary Ron -Nessen said 
Thursday that, in reading the 
transcript of the news con- 
ference, Ford- decided he had 
been perhaps "imprecise in his 
answer ... and wasn't clear as 
he should have been." 


Nessen then stated that "as 


long as the price of oil continues 
to be controlled, the President 
believes that elimination of 
percentage depletion on 
domestic oil production would 
be a mistake." 


"The President feels oil 


should be sold on a free market 
basis and he thinks many oil 
producers would be glad to trade 
percentage depletion in order to 
achieve the important result of a 
free market for oil," Nessen 
said. 


The President's news con- 


ference statement was a follow- 


up to a question about the sec- 
tion of a pending bill which 
would phase out the oil deple- 
tion allowance. 


The President endorsed the 


over-all measure before'the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, saying, "I am not going 
to quibble with the committee in 
every detail. I think we have to 
buy a package that has far more 
-good in it than those things I 
might object to." ' 


Nessen insisted throughout 


Thursday's White House news 
briefing that Ford was not 
changing his policy, or backing 
away from his news conference 
response. 


He acknowledged, however, 


that the White House had 
received calls from oil-state 
representatives 
seeking a 


clarification of what Ford 
meant. 


Nessen said Ford favors a free 


market for oil because it would 
increase production and "prices 
presumably would come down." 


At present, the domestic free 


market price for oil is $10 to $11 
a barrel. This is for newly dis- 
covered oil not subject to the 
controlled price of $5.25 per 
barrel for so-called "old oil." 


Nessen said Ford believes the 


foreign oil depletion allowance 
"should be phased out im- 
mediately and finally," but that 
the domestic oil depletion 
allowance should be maintained 
until oil prices are decontrolled. 


Energy Research Bill 
Sent Ford By Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate sent to the White House 
Thursday a bill to consolidate 
federal energy research in a new 
Energy Research and Develop- 
ment Administration. 


The bill would abolish the 


Atomic Energy Commission and 
transfer its regulatory functions 
to a new Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission. 


Before the Senate acted by 


voice vote, Sen. Charles Percy, 
R-D1., announced that President 
Ford intends to sign the bill into 
law next week. The House ap- 
proved it Wednesday by a vote of 
372 to 1. 


Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D- 


Conn., another chief sponsor, 
said it would set in motion the 
nation's $20 billion. 10-year 
search for energy self- 
sufficiency. 


The new energy agency would 


be commissioned to explore all 
possible energy sources, with 
simultaneous projects in nuclear 
fission and fusion, coal gassifica- 
tion-and liquification, and solar, 
geothermal, wind, tidal and 
ocean current power. 


In abolishing the Atomic 


Energy Commission, the bill 
separates its promotional and 
regulatory functions. 


ERDA will take over the 


AEC's $10 billion complex of 


national laboratories and con- 
vert them to work in all energy 
technologies, including nuclear. 


The new Nuclear Regulatory 


Commission will take over 
AEC's regulatory division, with 
separate units supervising licen- 
sing of nuclear fuel facilities, 
reactor safety, materials 
safeguards and regulatory 
research. 


The Nuclear Regulatory Com- 


mission is to have five members 
appointed by the President and 
subject to Senate confirmation.

Bofh Political Parties Are Facing Their Own Problems 


Demise For Republicans? 
Dilemma For Democrats 


By TOM WICKER 


NEW YORK - Representatives of the 


more liberal elements in the Democratic 
Party made a show of strength last week 
in Washington, just as the party goes into 
a period of crunch as to what its new 
charter ought to say about "affirmative 
action" and "proportional represen- 
tation" in delegate selection. 


As numerous participants in the 


meetings have described them, they were 
important not least for giving the liberals 
themselves a new sense of identity and 
cohesiveness. Those present, for exam- 
ple, fell roughly into four groups which 
have not always been in close touch: 


—Substantial contributors and money- 


raisers — men like Harold Willens, 
Stanley Sheinbaum, Miles Rubin and 
Stewart Mott, who in the past have found 
millions of dollars for liberal and reform 
candidates. 


—Relatively youthful party activists 


and organizers, many of whom came into 
politics with Eugene'McCarthy or Robert 
Kennedy in 1968, or George McGovern in 
1972 — numerous young Democrats like 
Rep Yvonne Burke of California, Alan 
Baron of the Democratic planning group, 
and Gene Pokorny, who managed Mr. 
McGovern's breakthrough victory in the 
1972 Wisconsin primary. 


—A somewhat older group of liberal 


veterans — Joseph Rauh and Leon Shull 
of Americans for Democratic Action, 
Basil Paterson of New York, a vice chair- 
man of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, and former Gov. Terry Sanford of 
North Carolina. 


—Representatives of an important 


group of "non-Barkan" labor unions (Al 
Barkan is director of the political action 
arm of the A.F L.-C.10 and both he and 
that organization are powerful forces 
among "regular" Democrats) Among the 
"non-Barkan" unions present were the 
machinists, the auto workers, the state, 
county and municipal workers, the com- 


munications workers and the graphic arts 
union.

One immediate result of the liberal 


gathering was the undertaking of an 
organizational effort in all 50 states to win 
maximum support for liberal positions at 
the "mid-year" Democratic convention in 
Kansas City in December. Baron, who is 
managing that effort, hopes to line up 
"one or twp" people in each state to 
provide a central pool of information on 
that state's delegates to the Kansas City 
convention, so that the "non-Barkan" un- 
ions and other liberal groups — women's 
organizations, black and Chicano ac- 
tivists, and the like — can follow up with 
an "educational" effort. 


A major presentation of the liberal 


point of view on party issues also is 
planned for the Democratic Governors' 
Conference at Hilton Head, S.C., on Nov. 
16. Baron, for one, thinks the governors 
can have a major impact on the Kansas 
City convention. 


There are two major issues toward 


which this activity is directed. Probably 
the most important and the one with the 
greatest emotional and symbolic content 
is Article Ten of the proposed 
Democratic party charter. Article Ten 
would put into the charter—a sort of par- 
ty constitution — language reflecting 
compromise rules worked out by the so- 


called Mikulski Commission for "affir- 
mative action" in delegate selection. 
These rules, later approved for the 1976 
convention by the national committee, 
require a positive showing that affir- 
mative action has been taken to "increase 
participation" of women, young people 
and minority groups. Regulars balked at 
including the Mikulski language in the 
continuing charter of the party; as a 
result, two regular and two liberal alter- 
natives to Article Ten have been 
proposed, the regulars trying to soften 
the requirement and the liberals to stiffen 
it.

The other major issue is whether to in- 


clude in the charter the mandate of the 
1972 convention eliminating the unit rule 
at all levels and insuring proportional 
representation. Instead, Barkan and 
other regulars want to put this language 
in the party by-laws, where it could be 
more easily changed. 


These are not minor or bairhair- 


splitting issues, although the actual 
differences in proposed language and 
procedures may be less than the real 
emotions they have aroused on both 
sides. "Black leaders of the Democratic 
National Committee" have already issued 
a statement threatening a boycott of the 
mid-term conference if they are forced to 
compromise further on affirmative ac- 
tion. Baron and other liberals have said 
that, for them, the Mikulski rules are 
"the bottom line." 


Ostensibly, these disputes are about the 


continuing rules of the party and have 
nothing to do with 1976, when the 
Mikulski rules and the 1972 convention 
mandate will prevail. But unless some 
position satisfactory to all sides can be 
worked out, there is little hope for the 
kind of party unity required for a 
Democratic victory in 1976^ which is the 
reason Chairman Robert * Strauss has 
scheduled a meeting Nov. 7 to try to avoid 
what one Democrat called an "either-or 
choice between Barkan and the Blacks "

WASHINGTON - If current political 


trends continue, and Republican cir- 
cumstances continue to worsen, U.S. con- 
servative leaders may want to do what 
Captain Oliver Hazard Perry did at the 
Battle of Lake Erie — abandon their bad- 
ly damaged GOP flagship and transfer 
their command to another, uncrippled 
vessel capable of going on to victory. 


November's prospects are worse than 


poor; they verge on party impotence. Of 
the nation's ten largest states, the GOP 
can hope to elect governors of only one or 
two — perhaps Ohio and perhaps 
Michigan. The two largest states, New 
York and California, are almost certain to 
swing to Democrats. At a lesser level, the 
ten largest states have 20 state senates 
and state assemblies, and the GOP will 
probably come out of November holding 
not a single one of the 20! Republican 
strength in the U.S. Senate and House of 
Representatives is also expected to slump 
dangerously.

I realize that traditionalists reluctant to 


see senility overtake the party of Lincoln, 
Taft and Eisenhower will say yes, there 
are troubles, but what about 1964? That 
was just as bad, wasn't it? But the answer 
is "No." In January, 1965, despite the 
November debacle, Republicans could 
look to governors in Massachusetts, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Michigan. 


What makes 1974 so cruelly and critical- 


ly different is the lack of party elan and 
vitality. In some states, the Grand Old 
Party is simply withering away, its can- 
didacies becoming a joke. The burden of 
Watergate, governmental incompetence 
and ideological incoherence has become 
too great. Conservative Democratic 
elements, realigning from 1966-72 in reac- 
tion to their party's liberal shift, are now 
in limbo because of the near-collapse of 
the GOP as an articulate, viable alter- 
native In state after state, Republican 
candidates, devoid of effective issues, are 
confined to mobilizing the eroding ranks 
of the traditional faithful — and the 


results are overpowering 52-27% deficits 
in public opinion polls. 


Whereas 1964 was an ideological 


chastening for the GOP, as 1972 was for 
the Democrats, 1974 bears all the marks 
of an institutional collapse — and the 
difference is all-important. Back in 1964, 
most anti-Goldwater Republicans sur- 
vived nicely while many Goldwater sup- 
porters bit the dust. This year, the grim 
reaper seems to be coming for 
Republicans of all philosophic flavors. If 
some GOP conservatives will go down in 
flames, the same prospect confronts 
moderate Houston Flournoy in California 
and liberal Frank Sargent in 
Massachusetts. In New York the threat of 
defeat is even dogging the heels of 
veteral liberal Jacob Javits. 


* * * 
In my opinion, this means that voters of 


all persuasions, liberal and conservative, 
are beginning to write off the GOP as a 
vehicle for their viewpoints (or indeed for 
anything much at all). Gerald Ford is a 


pleasant man, good at romping M Itwas 
with golden retriever* or popping Ml 
own muffins for breakfast, but he fe hard- 
ly the leader to preside over shaping a 
new national and party agenda. And now 
there is the threat of an economic depres- 
sion to add to the GOP's Watergate 
burden. 


Meanwhile, as the utility of the 


Republican label weakens, the opportuni- 
ty for conservatism has never been 
better. In May, George Gallup reported 
an all-time high in the percentage of peo- 
ple calling themselves conservatives. 
After November's Republican defeats, I 
suspect we will see rising demand for a 
new party able to spell out conservative 
issues and tap the realignment begun 
from 1966-72 but recently stymied. A 
number of the brightest young conser- 
vative strategists and pamphleteers, who 
used to talk of Republicans as "we," now 
talk of "them" as they compare notes on 
the dynamics of new party formation in 
the Andrew Jackson and pre-Civil War 
eras. 


And what will this mean for the 


Democrats? Nothing good, I suspect. Cir- 
ca 1854 Democrats chuckled at the fate of 
the collapsing Whig Party of that era, but 
the demise had the effect of creating a 
new party able to focus.on the ideological 
and cultural obsolescence of the 
Democratic majority, and that coalition 
barely survived the Whigs.

Some planning decisions already made 


and some which must be faced in the 
future threaten to divide the Lincoln com- 
munity, one of the city's consultants 
warned this week. But, said Barton- 
Aschman planner Bob Teska, because of 
Lincoln-Lancaster County's "extraordinary 
history of planning," the community 
should pull through. 


Teska listed as potentially divisive 


issues the "battle of Stevens Creek" and 
the construction of new shopping centers 
\ersus revitalization of the central business 
district. 


Lincolnites will recognize the two 


issues as only part of a long list of con- 
troversial planning problems which have 
confronted the community over the years. 
As far as we know, there has never been 
complete agreement within the community 
on decisions affecting the direction of 
growth of the city or the use of land. 
Because of the diverse social and economic 
consequences of land use planning, 100% 
consensus on ever}7 issue is something only 
Lyndon Johnson would dream of. 


It can confidently be predicted that 


there will be no end to controversy in the 
planning area because of the stakes in- 
volved. What can happen, however, is that 
more people can be brought into the 
process — as Teska noted at a citizen- 
involvement -in-the-community program in 
Lincoln this week. 


. Traditionally, those most directly 
affected by or with the biggest stake in a 
planning decision have had the most to say 
on an issue by issue basis. What Teska is 
saying is that direct citizen involvement 
can have a bearing on the larger decisions 
— the direction of growth and the other 
decisions which will shape the future 
Lincoln-Lancaster County area. 


One step citizens can take, he noted, is 


involvement in the process of updating the 
Comprehensive Plan. And the forums 
exist, or will. Citizens can provide input to 
the re-organizing Goals and Policies Com- 
mittee, for example. Or attend public infor- 
mation meetings or public hearings which 
will be scheduled as part of the updating 
process. 


Teska gave some tips on how to be an 


effective participant in the planning game, 
among them: Get the facts; give construc- 
tive comments, not just negative ones; 
know your legal rights and become in- 
volved while the plan is being formed, not 
after it's cast in concrete. . 


We think they are worth repeating. 


Urging citizen participation is not just a do- 
gooder's plea which sounds nice or looks 
good on paper. Citizens can be effectively 
aroused to action. Segments of the Lincoln 
community long silent in planning matters 
have been heard and heeded in recent 
years. We see even greater opportunity for 
citizen input in the planning process in the 
future.

WASHINGTON — "I do not think the 


United States is in a recession," said 
President Ford stoutly, looking at a half 
year of declining real growth through 
rose-garden-colored glasses. 


Some economists tut-tutted; according 


to the strict and simplistic definition of a 
recession by the National Bureau of 
Economic Research, our last two 
quarters do reflect a recession; 
moreover, unemployment is climbing, 
and sinking stock prices have made 
bearish "Calamity" Janeway look like a 
Delphic oracle. 


The President's news conference 


answer, however, was no offhand 
remark. His calculated policy is not only 
to dem the existence of the present reces- 
sion but to steadfastly assert he will not 
tolerate a recession in the future. 


He cannot recognize the recession of 


1974-5 as a recession; if he did, he would 
be forced to move strongly to stimulate 
the economy and thereby give up the 
light against inflation 


The strategy of his economic advisers, 


which he has accepted, is to deny reces- 
sion foi as long as possible, and when that 
is no longer possible, to disguise it and 
treat its worst manifestations. Bet he can- 
not tall this recession, because only this 
recession can tall — or at least slow down 
— this inflation.

But there is another kind of courage in 


the arena of political economy: When 
every armchair Keynes is proposing

The reason we have inflation is that we 


have discovered how to stimulate 
ourselves out of recessions but have not 
discov ered the substitute for a recession's 
care of inflation. 


Ford's approach seems to recognize 


that unhappy fact Instead of putting 
forth an aggressive anti-inflation plan, he 
has put forth a series of ideas that will 
help us to live with the downturn which 
alone can alleviate inflation 


The theme of the program is to cushion 


the non-recession's worst effects. Since 
housing is a disaster area, aid is applied 
so that it will neither boom nor bust; this 
is anto-recessionary and unavoidably in- 
flationary — helping housing will drive up 
pnces of copper and other building 
materials — but if the idea is to have as 
painless a recession as possible, the idea 
makes sense.

Similarly, some sensitivity is shown to 


the effects of a necessary slowdown on 
the man at the bottom of the economic 
pjramid (and «ny evocation of an FDR 
phrase is a mistake). Extended un- 
employment benefits and little WPAs 


show human concern but do not 
significantly prime the pump; some soak- 
the-rich tax talk contributes to the im- 
pression that the government feels for the 
working poor, who always bear the brunt 
of recessions. 


Of course, no sane political figure is 


going to say a kind word for recession, 
but the universally avoided truth is that 
there is presently no other way to in- 
crease productivity in plants, to tarn im- 
pulse buyers into careful shoppers at 
supermarkets, and to seriously cat into 
the rise in the cost of living. 


Most Americans hate to admit this: 


There must be a better way toward 
reasonable price stability that does not 
put us through recession's -wringer every 
few years, or doss not botch up the 
system with periodic experiments with 
controls and the dictatorship of the 
professoriaL 


Enter Mr. Ford with the non-winging 


wringer. He is a general who roust wage a 
war of attrition wearing the expression of 
the chaplain. His Is a way worth trying; 
we have never tned it just this way 
before, and may discover originality in 
bland guise. 


His bid to get Congress to agree to a 


$3DO-biIlion spending ceiling does not 
IhnD the average viewer, but some 
political savvy is shown here. Onre the 
limit is agreed to, the painful specifics 
can be put forward, and to squeeze $5 
billion out of federal spending—as prices 
are nsing and one third of the fiscal year 


is already gone — would be a 
masterstroke in turning anti-inflation talk 
into action that would actually help bring 
down interest rates.

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Plan Would Require Council Rate Action

Lincoln's City Council would 


retain ultimate authority over 
Lincoln General Hospital room 
rates and charges under a 
proposal to be introduced at 
Monday's council meeting. 


A proposed ordinance would 


require the council to take action 
on any proposed rate changes at 
the minicipal hospital within a 
minimum of 49 days and a 
maximum of 77 days from the 
date the hospital board 
recommended rates changes. 


Currently, proposed rate 


changes adopted by the hospital 
board go into effect automatical- 
ly, unless action is taken by the 
City Council to adopt, modify or 
reject the plan. The ordinance 
would make council action man- 
datory. 


The proposal, drafted by City 


Atty. Dick Wood at the request 
of Council Chair woman Helen 
Boosalis, generally adopts the 
proposal submitted by the Lan- 
caster County Health Planning 
Council. 


The overall topic of rate- 


setting authority and the 
hospital board's policy of hiring 
an outside attorney are likely to 
be the major topics of a council- 
board discussion session Monday 
morning. 


Under the proposal, any rate 


recommendations made by the 
board would be submitted to the 
Nebraska Hospital Reimburse- 
ment Plan Rate Review Com- 
mittee. The committee would 
have 30 days to submit its fin- 
dings to the city clerk. 


City lawmakers would be 


required to hold a public hearing 


on the rate recommendations no 
sooner than 35, nor more than 60 
days from the date the com- 
mittee's recommendation was 
filed with the clerk. 


And the council would have to 


act within 14 days of the public 
hearing to either affirm, modify, 
amend or reject the hospital 
board's recommendations. 


The time involved to change 


rates and charges at the hospital 
under this plan has come under 
some criticism from Lincoln 
General Hospital Administrator 
Bob Brungard. At a recent board

Minimum Wage Law Exempts Some Babysitters

The new federal minimum 


wage law covering domestic 
workers and babysitters will 
NOT affect you. 


—if you employ a babysitter in 


your home while you attend 
football games, weekend parties 
or go on a second honeymoon 
without the kids 


—if you take a college coed 


along on a six-week vacation to 
help you run after the toddlers 


—if you hire someone (not a 


professional nurse) to look after 
your aged or infirm relative, 
and, while at your home, the 
employe also does a very limited 
amount of cleaning. 


The recently-announced 


definitions and proposed rules 
for the 1974 Fair Labor Stan- 
dards Act answers some of the 
questions raised by the legisla- 
tion itself. 


The law, which became effec- 


tive May 1, extends the 
minimum wage protection to 
most domestic workers and also 
to babysitters who work in the 
children's home on a regular 


basis for more than 20 hours a 
week; and babysitters and com- 
panions for the elderly or infirm 
who spend more than 20% of 
their time doing domestic 
chores. 


This means that if a parent 


hires someone to come into the 


Public Workroll 
Keeps Going Up 


Last year 181% of the nation's 


work force, a total of 13,700,000 
men and women, were on the 
public payroll, the October 
Reader's Digest reports. That 
means there were only five per- 
sons employed in the private sec- 
tor of the economy for every 
civilian government employe. 


This contrasts with a nine-to-one 
ration at the end of World War 
II 
According to the U.S. 


Chamber of Commerce, if the 
trend continues unabated, 
there'll be one worker in the 
public sector for each one in the 
private sector. 


home and care for the children 
for more than 20 hours a week, 
that parent must pay the sitter 
$1.90 an hour up to 40 hours a 
week; time and a half ($2.85) for 
every hour above 40 hours a 
week; and 5.58% of the total 
wages for the Social Security 
contribution. 


However 
all "casual 


babysitters" are exempted and 
the proposed rules define 
"casual sitter" as anyone 
working less than 20 hours a 
week, anyone working irregular 
or intermittent periods and 
anyone who accompanies a fami- 


ly on a vacation of not more than 
six weeks 


The law also does not apply 


when the child is taken to 
someone else's house for child 
care. 


Companions for older or in- 


firm adults are also exempted. 


The rationale behind the 


definition of "casual babysitter" 
is explained by the Labor 
Department in the recently- 
released proposed rules. Casual 
babysitters are usually not 
dependent upon their babysit- 
ting income, and such services 
are usually provided by 


teenagers, still in school, or 
older persons whose main 
source of income is from other 
means, according to the 
regulations. 


The regulations also spell out 


the amount of money an 
employer can assign for meals 
(up to $3 a day) and other 
benefits. 


They also require that 


employers of people covered by 
the minimum wage law must 
keep a record of the hours, total 
pay, overtime pay and sums 
claimed for board, lodging, or 
other benefits.

thumb, wearing her blue jeans, 
dragging her plants around the 
solarium 


In a word, she looked beautiful, 


poised at the top of the grand staircase 
on the arm of her tired but proud 
father She seemed regal and frozen 
but as the orchestra struck up 
"Ruffles and Flourishes," her father 
gave her a nudge and a whisper and

Good card play is a step-by- 


step process by which declarer 
gradually learns how the ad- 
verse cards are distributed and 
proceeds to take full advantage 
of this knowledge. 


Consider this hand played by 


Bob Hamman, of Dallas, in the 
1971 world championship match 
between Australia and the 
United States. 


West led a club, won by East 


with the jack, and East cashed 
the king of spades before 
continuing with the ace of clubs. 
Hamman ruffed and played the 


queen of spades, taken by East 
with the ace. 


East led a third round of 


clubs, ruffed by South, and 
Hamman was now in a position 
where he had lost three tricks 
and West had four trumps to his 
three. 


Had Hamman decided to 


draw trumps at this stage, 
hoping to take the rest of the 
tricks on the assumption the 
trumps were divided 3-2, he 
would have failed in his 
mission. Instead, he cashed the 
K-A of diamonds in that order, 
bringing forth West's Q-J. 


Hamman now had solid 


grounds for suspecting that the 
trumps were divided 4-1 instead 
of 3-2. West had shown up with 
two diamonds, at most four 
clubs (he had led the deuce at 
trick one), and probably had 
three spades, judging from the 
early spade plays. 


So Hamman led the spade 


jack at trick eight and 
discarded a diamond, finding 
the suit divided 3-3, as he had 
expected. 


He then cashed the ace of 


trumps and proceeded to make 
the hand — even though he was 
outnumbered by West in trumps 
—by scoring the last four tricks 
on a crossruff. 


He ruffed dummy's J-10 of 


spades with the K-Q of trumps, 
and ruffed his 10-6 of diamonds 
with the J-10 of trumps, thus 
destroying West's apparent 
trump trick.

To Each 'Mis' Own 


Washington1, D.C. — Nearly 


everybody, it seems, is having 
his/her personal pronoun 
problems these days. Or, as Fred 
Wilhelms might say, everyone is 
having "ner" problems 


Ner?? Certainly. The strange 


word is part of the educator's 
freshly minted "ne-nis-ner" trio, 
an offbeat proposal to cope with 
the third person pronoun 
perplexities that have been in- 
tensified by the women's rights 
movement He suggests — with 
tongue m its normal place — 
that "ne" be a substitute for "he 
or she," that "nis" replace "his 
or nets," and"that "ner" be sub- 
stituted for "him or her" when 
such double-gender wordings 
would otherwise be called for 


In a recent "Today's 


Education" article, Wilhelms, 
former executive secretary of 
the Association for Supervision 
and Curriculum Development, 
explains his choice of sexually in- 
offensive pronouns in this 
fashion -"ne" falls about 
halfway between "he" and 
"she."' alphabetically, while 
"nis" partakes of the masculine 
side of the traditional personal 
pronoun family and "ner," the 
feminine. 


Wilhelms' proposal won 


prompt endorsement from a 
teacher in New York state. 
"After all," she remarked, 
"didn't 'Ms.' come about 
because we need a title for 
women without marital or 
singular connotations9" 


She recalled that she had 


"tired of the extra he/she wor- 
ding" in a graduate course paper 
she wrote this summer, but had 
felt guilty when she switched to 
"he" in the general masculine- 
feminine sense. She suppressed 
her urge to write "she" since the 
instructor was a man.

Election - 1974 
Republicans Lead 
For Statehouse 
Minor Positions

Politicians frequently say that a candidate 


has to have a last name voters recognize in order 
to be elected state auditor, state treasurer or 
secretary of state. 


Normally overshadowed by congressional 


and gubernatorial contests, races for these offices 
traditionally draw only a fraction of the total vote 
cast. 


This is partially due to the fact that the 


general public seldom has any contact with these 
offices. The jobs are technical by nature and 
seldom involve policy matters. 


As in past years, the Republicans hold the up- 


per hand in the races with two incumbents, 
Auditor Ray A.C. Johnson and Secretary of State 
Allen J. Beermann, seeking re-election; and Lt. 
Gov. Frank Marsh, who shied away from the 
governor's race, in the treasurer's contest. 


Democratic challengers are secretary of state 


candidate Catherine Dahlquist, a 50-year-old real 
estate and investment manager from Omaha; 
auditor candidate Richard Larsen, a construc- 
tion worker who served as state treasurer from 
1958 to 1960; and Kurt Rasmussen, who has run in 
the past for lieutenant governor and the Omaha 
Public Power District board of directors. 


Working Hardest 


Of the three Democrats, Mrs. Dahlquist, in 


her first statewide campaign after working within 
the party for a number of years, is reportedly 
working the hardest to unseat the incumbent. 


Rasmussen and Larsen are regarded as 


perrennial candidates counting on a long shot. 


Democratic Party leaders said recently they 


have seen little evidence of Rasmussen's cam- 
paign. His opponent, Marsh, was the top vote- 
getter in the May primary election, outpolling 
both Gov. J. James Exon and Sen. Richard 
Marvel. 


Rasmussen's principal campaign issue has 


been that the March "dynasty" has been in office 
too long. 


Marsh was secretary of state for 18 years 


before becoming lieutenant governor and his 
father earlier served as secretary of state for 15 
years. 


Larsen, a bartender at one time, has purpose- 


ly avoided public exposure and apparently hopes 
to win solely on name recognition. 


No Exon Endorsement 


Exon has refused to endorse fellow 


Democrat Larsen, who ran against him in the 


1970 primary. During his short tenure as state 
treasurer, the state had trouble getting him 
bonded. He finally was bonded at an unusually 
high amount on the condition that the books be 
audited monthly. 


Under Johnson, a soft-spoken accountant, 


the state is beginning to implement performance 
audits for the first time which will tell how effec- 
tively an agency has spent money as well as 
whether any has been misappropriated. 


In the secretary of state's race, Democrats 


have accused Beermann of lagging in com- 
puterization of voluminous cattle brand, corpora- 
tion and notary public data. 


Mrs. Dahlquist has also said campaign repor- 


ting forms need to be simpler and that 
Republicans have held the secretary of state's of- 
fice for too long — 106 years. 


However, Beermann said the brand division 


is 707c computerized and the initial steps are 
being taken to also put the corporation division 
on computer. 


Few Critical Letters 


Beermann said during his term the fact that 


only two or three critical letters have been 
written is proof that he has managed the office 
well. 


Marsh has promised to bring "professional 


management" to the treasurer's office, to 
maximize investment of idle funds and to work 
for inclusion of the treasurer on the State Invest- 
ment Council. 


During his term as treasurer, incumbent 


Wayne Swanson has been frequently absent from 
his office and left, in effect, the treasurer's job to 
deputy treasurer Ruth Danekas, according to 
those who are familiar with the office. 


Asked if he will operate as Swanson has, 


Marsh said, "I've never left work for others to do. 
That's never been my way of doing things." 


He said, "I want to stress the positive issues 


— that's the only way I campaign." 


As for speculation that by running for 


treasurer he is buying time before running for 
higher office, Marsh said, "There are other op- 
tions that remain open. That could even include 
service in international circles."

Conviction 
In Robbery, 
Death Upheld

The Nebraska Supreme Court 


has upheld the conviction of 
Gary S. Wilson, ruling that he 
was partially responsible for the 
robbery-death 
of Joseph 


Armstrong, even though he 
abandoned the robbery attempt 
before Armstrong died. 


Wilson admitted that he and 


Charles Casper, another de- 
fendant in the case, held Arm- 
strong on the ground and went 
through his clothing in an at- 
tempt to find $200 they knew 
Armstrong had in his posses- 
sion. 


The incident occurred at the 


surfside Marina Club near the 
Missouri River north of Omaha. 


Wilson testified that he walked 


from the scene after Casper told 
Armstrong he was "going for a 
swim" if he did not produce the 
money. 


Wilson said he heard a splash 


as he walked away. 


An autopsy showed Arm- 


strong, who was pulled from the 
river 10 days later, "mostly 
likely" drowned, but did not 
show that conclusively. 


In 'upholding Wilson's life sen- 


tence, the court said "there must 
be an appreciable 
interval" 


between the-time someone aban- 
dons a crime, arid the time it is 
committed. Walking away at the 
last minute is not a sufficient 
defense, the court said. 


"The co-conspirator must 


have a reasonable opportunity to 
follow the example and refrain 
from further action before the 
act in question is committed," 
the unanimous court said. 


The court also noted that in a 


prosecution for homicide, the 
state may show by circum- 
stantial evidence that the cause 
of death was an act of the de- 
fendant. 


The decision 
upheld a 


Douglas district court action.

Workmen's Compensation if 
anything goes wrong, the 
Nebraska Supreme Court ruled 
Thursday. 


The court unanimously af- 


firmed a Platte District Court 
decision which rejected a suit 
filed by Velva Mauser of'Co- 
lumbus against the Douglas and 
Lomason Co.' 


Court records show Mauser 


was injured and sustained dis- 
ability as a result of com- 
plications following a donation 
of blood to the Red Cross. The 
Workmen's Compensation Court 
and the District Court held the 
injury did not result from her 
employment as a punch press 
operator and dismissed the case. 


"In order to recover under the 


Workmen's Compensation Act," 
the high court said, 
"the 


evidence must show plaintiff's 
disability was the result of an ac- 
cident arising out of and in the 
course of the employment." 


The court said the woman's 


employer had no control over 
the Red Cross operation, and 
received no benefit from her 
participation "except 
that 


which might flow from its will- 
ingness to cooperate with the 
program by offering employes 
time off with no loss of pay."

MOSCOW (AP) - While 


delicate negotiations have gone 
oh between Moscow and 
Washington to increase Jewish 
emigration from the Soviet 
Union, it appears that con- 
siderably fewer Jews will have 
left the Soviet Union by the end 
of this year than last. 


The reason for the probable 


drop in emigration is not clear to 
some informed sources here. 


In the first three quarters of 


this year, Jews were leaving at 
the rate of about 2,000 a month, 
the sources said. If the rate con- 
tinues through December, and 
there is no indication now that it 
is increasing, the total number of 
Jewish emigrants will be about 
24,000, about' 11,000 fewer than 
in 1973. 


The figures became known as 


Washington reports say Moscow 
may permit an increase in the 
number of Jewish emigrants to 
Israel. The figure of 60,000 an- 
nually has been mentioned. 


With assurances that more 


Jews will be permitted to leave, 
opposition by some U.S. 
senators to granting trade con- 
cessions to the Soviet Union is 
expected to be withdrawn. 


But spurces who do not take

This is disputed by Jewish ac- 


tivists, some of whom say that 
500,000 Jews want to leave the 
Soviet Union and would go if it 
wasn't for problems posed by 
Soviet authorities. 


Jews frequently tell of harass- 


ment by Soviet authorities, loss 
of jobs and apartments and 
general ostracism from Soviet 
society when they express a 
desire to leave. Hunger strikes 
and pressure from the West have 
sometimes led to issuance of exit 
visas in these cases. 


But the neutral sources say 


there are no reports of any 
general crackdown which would 
lead to the drop-off in Jewish 
emigration. 


Other possibilities as to why 


the emigration has fallen off in- 
clude a lessened desire of some 
Jews to go to Israel, where some 
have found life difficult and few 
have expressed a desire to 
return. 


In the latter part of 1973 there 


was an upsurge of emigrants to 
Israel after the outbreak of'the 
Mideast war. 


The sources admitted there is 


no real way to tell why emigra- 
tion is off now. There is no 
possibility of gny sort of opinion 
polling among the estimated 2.5 
million Jews in "the Soviet 
Union.

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Britain's Stately Homes Rapidly Disappearing 


LONDON <AP) - Britain's 


stately homes, extravagant 
monuments to family wealth and 
power and now a part of the 
national heritage, are rapidly 
d i s a p p e a r i n g from 
the 


landscape. 


The disappearance is so rapid, 


in fact, that the Victoria and 
Albert Museum have opened an 
exhibit which the organizers say 
is designed to make people 
"grieved and shameful" over the 
loss. 


The exhibit, called "The 


Destruction of the Country 
House 1875-1975," employs some 
shock tactics out of keeping with 
the usually staid image of the 


Victoria and Albert. 


In the show's "Hall of 


Destruction" there is a giant 
model of toppling pillars and 
tumbling stonework covered 
with photographs of stately 
houses that no longer exist. 


A voice intones the names of 


the fallen houses like a roll of 
war dead — "Wadhurst Castle, 
Trosley Hall, Aston Clinton 
House, Haverholme Priory, 
Naseby Hall ... " 


The names on the "Roll of 


Dishonor" are interspersed with 
a sound track of crashing 
masonry, breaking glass and 
bulldozers. 


"As rooms have echoed with 


the disrespectful boots of 
demolition 
contractors, 


beautiful carving, superb plaster 
work, painted ceilings, splendid 
chimney pieces and handsome 
doors have either been 
destroyed or condemned forever 
to the anonymity of the antique 
market," the program says. 


"Look, therefore, at these 


rooms and lament." 


The museum lists 1,113 coun- 


try houses in England,, Scotland 
and Wales "which have been 
lost, drastically altered or ruined 
during the last 100 years." Most 
of the casualties were in the 
postwar years, leaving fewer 


than 2,000 country houses still 
standing. 


"It represents a big change in 


the social structure," said Dr. 
Roy Strong, director of the Vic- 
toria and Albert. "One hopes 
that fewer will go now because 
there are opportunities to con- 
vert these houses to other uses. 
It is unlikely that any private 
owner will be able to maintain 
them on his own by the end of 
the century." 


Higher inheritance 
and 


property taxes and the scarcity 
of live-in help to maintain the 
rambling houses and their sur- 
rounding estates have forced 
proprietors to sell to land 


developers or resort to all sorts 
of tourist gimmicks to keep the 
houses intact. 


The earl of Devon stages 


falconry displays at Powderham 
Castle. Lord Montagu features 
an antique car museum and a 
Cistercian abbey at Beaulieu. 
Lord Derby recently sold a Van 
Dyck painting to buy a dozen 
elephants and some baboons for 
his safari spread at Knowlsey. 


Perhaps the most enterprising 


is the duke of Bedford, who at- 
tracts more than a million 
tourists a year to Woburn Abbey 
with a safari park, nudist con- 
ventions, afternoon teas and, for 
less than a king's ransom, dinner 


with the duke himself in a refec- 
tory lined with 24 Canaletto 
paintings. 


The duke of Wellington says a 


"wealth tax" proposed by 
Britain's Labor party would be a 
disaster for the country homes. • 
The duke himself has opened his 
Berkshire home to visitors for an 
admission fee of 50 pence — 
$1.20. 


The Laborites want an annual 


tax on wealth of more than 100,- 
000 pounds, the equivalent of 
$240,000. 


"It could break up the estate," 


the duke said. "The land would 
have to be sold and the contents 
of the house dispersed."

Perdue has passed for 720 yards, a 144-yard 


average, in leading Ryan to three wins in five 
games. Lincoln Southeast's Tim Hager (138.8) 
and Omaha Rummel's Kevin Quinn (138.6) rank 
closely behind Perdue's totals, 
totals. 


Nine Class A backs have rushed for more 


than a 100-yard average with Scottsbluff's Jim 
Ruzicka (140.4) the leader and Omaha Burke's 
Tim Wurth (139.0) second. 


Perdue's emergence into a first-rate passer 


was a remarkably quick transformation, accor- 
ding to Ryan coach Chuck Osberg. 


•'We needed a quarterback and I asked 


anyone who wanted to try to come out and do 
some throwing one day,1' recalls Osberg. 
"Bruce looked like a thrower, so he became our 
quarterback'' 


It was a case of instant success. In leading 


Ryan to a 44-1 record in the rugged Metro 
Conference last year, Perdue passed for 1,240 
yards enroute to first team all-Metro recogni- 
tion in the American division. 


"He was a straight dropback passer. We 


didn't let him run at all last year," 
acknowledges Osberg. "He did the job. He hit 50 
per cent of his passes and only threw nine in- 
terceptions." 


Although Perdue stayed almost exclusively 


in the air in Ryan's first three games this fall, 
he's shown an ability to run the ball the last two 
times out to pose more of a threat.

Professional people — doctors, lawyers, et al

The teams are similar in styles of attack-harassing 


baserunners, powerful hitters. The A's want Bill North and Bert 
Campaneris to steal bases and the Dodgers try to run the opposi- 
tion ragged with Dave Lopes and Bill Buckner. 


After losing the first game of the American League playoffs 


to Baltimore, Campaneris' baserunning and a delayed steal by 
Gene Tenace sparked the A's in the turnaround second game. 


"We want to be aggressive and make our own luck," said 


A's Manager Alvin Dark. 


Walter Alston, skipper of the Dodgers, echoes that senti- 


ment. He had Steve Yeager, a slow catcher, surprise Pittsburgh 
by stealing second base Wednesday.

son, his top assistant, Don An- 
derson, and other league offi- 
cials met in Newport Beach. 
They adjourned their session, 
and headed to a Thursday night 
league game in Los Angeles, 
without making any announce- 
ments. 


But prior to the session, 


for a draft of the Jacksonville 
and Detroit players by the 
league's 10 surviving teams 
would be discussed. Davidson 
had said earlier that the draft 
could be as early as Friday, 
although that seemed very 
remote by Thursday night since 
no formal decision had been an- 
nounced. 


The Jacksonville and Detroit 


franchises were suspended on 
Monday, and Davidson said they 
would be folded if new investors 
were not found in a matter of 
days. 


In Jacksonville, where large 


early-season crowds brought 
cries of instant success from 
WFL promoters, league trou- 
bleshooter Chuck Rohe said, 
"Frankly, I'm discouraged. 
There are no viable possibilities 
for continuing." 


The Jacksonville 
player-rep- 


resentative, Dee Lassiter, said, 
"We've got a fight on our hands 
now. We are owed lots of money. 
The teams can't pay the players 
now and here they want us to go 
for a player draft. We have to 
fight for the money that's due 
us. Isn't that something?" 


There seemed absolutely no 


hope that the Detroit franchise 
could be saved. It declared 
bankruptcy three weeks ago, is 
$2 million in debt, has not signed 
any National Football League 
standouts, once had to call off 
practice because it couldn't af- 
ford to pay a laundry bill and. on 
another occasion, ran out of tape 
to patch up player wounds. 


The league has announced it 


will honor player contracts. 
However, Jacksonville players 
have been paid only one of the 
past seven weeks, and, in De9 
troit, players tell horror stories 
of broken promises.

Ferragamo, who decided to 


leave California after the fans 
and students were apathetic 
toward the school's football 
team, says he's found the type of 
football atmosphere in Lincoln 
he was looking for. - 


"I've been to two games here 


and can't believe the 
enthusiasm," Ferragamo said. 
"Even after the game it's great. 
The atmosphere is altogether 


different than it was at 
Berkeley," 


Ferragamo admits it's tough 


practicing every day, knowing he 
can't play in any games for the 
Cornhuskers until next fall. 


"It's not easy," he said, "but I 


took that into consideration 
before I made my decision to 
transfer. 


"I also took into consideration 


the fact Nebraska has a lot of 
depth at quarterback," the pre- 
med student continued. "But I 
feel like I'm coming along pretty 
well. I'm catching on to the 
system and learning the plays. 
I'll just have to wait and see 
what happens next year." 


Nebraska coach Tom Osborne 


noted Friday's game should be a 
good test for coach Jim Ross' 
freshmen squad which is 1-0 
after defeating Kansas State's 
junior varsity 24-10 two weeks 
ago. 


"We'll use all our redshirt 


players and varsity players who 
are not on the top two units 
against the freshmen," Osborne 
said. "This could be a tougher 
game for the freshmen than 
some of the other games they 
had scheduled. 


"We'll be able to use 


Ferragamo and Ray Phillips 
(junior college transfer who's 
also ineligible) and it should be 
interesting for the fans." 


Freshman Monte Anthony, 


naturally, will not play in 
Friday's game, but Osborne in- 
dicated the only other freshman 
who might be held out of the 
contest would be wingback 
Darrell Walton. 


Fans will also get a chance to 


watch the Nebraska and 
Missouri varsity squads workout. 
The Cornhuskers will go through 
their drills during the halftime of 
Friday's game and the Tigers 
will workout after the contest.

Marvel said, "shocks a number 
of people." 


The 1974 Unicameral, in 


LB1054. authorized nearly $490.- 
000 to develop UNL departments 
designated as "Areas of 
Excellence" in a five-year plan 
ending in 1977. 


'Cooperation' Is Aim 


UNL Chancellor James H. 


Zumberge appeared before the 
lawmakers' budget committee 
Thursday, saying "I hope the 
pay-off oi our understanding 
is a higher level of cooperation." 


The chancellor cited "ten- 


sion" between UNL officials and 
the Appropriations Committee 
in past years, when the universi- 
ty would ask for more money 
than it expected, leaving the 
Legislature the task of finding 
fat to cut 


Zumberge said in asking for 


special appropriations under the 
•Areas of Excellence," im- 
vestigations should support the 
need 
for 
f u n d s 
re- 


quested. Asked about the un- 
iversity's ability to comply with 
the provisions of LB1054, 
Zumberge said "so far we do not 
find it a hardship." The ap- 
proach, he said, is logical, 
rational and "not unduly restric- 
tive " 


Workable Process 


While LB1054 represents the 


"newest provision in funding 
higher education that I know of, 
"the chancellor said it will be a 
"workable process" only as long 
as the Legislature understands 
that the additional bureaucracy 
and paperwork will cost money. 


The law's provisions must be 


renewed, and they "could be im- 
proved," Zumberge said. 
"We've both got to be partners 
in this thing.' 


That partnership resulted in 


Unicameral approval for general 
fund grants in 1974-75 for these 
"Areas of Excellence": life 
sciences, $127,500; chemistry, 
$86.000; journalism, $75.000, 
education, $106.300; architec- 
ture, $28,502, and business ad- 
ministration, $35,330. 


Zumberge said UNL is 


currently revising its 5-year plan 
"Toward Excellence." 
Minor 


revisions will be complete by 
year's end and a greater revision 
next year will improve UNL's 
compliance with LB1054, he 
said. 


Visitation Team 


The law is a workable ap- 


proach to measure excellence of 
programs, Zumberge said. 
Required reviews have been 
completed to allow UNL to take 
its "first major step" in mid- 
November, calling in a visitation 
team of educators to "guide us 
and help us start some goals for 
the future " 


He supported the concept, 


saying UNL cannot expect 
success in trying to elevate all its 
317 programs at once However, 
he said other programs not 
designated 
"Areas of 


Excellence" will be studied for 
improvements as well. 


Zumberge said competition 


for an "excellence" designation 
will become "more severe" in 
successive years. 


Meanwhile, Zumberge told 


Unicameral 
budget-makers, 


UNL will also look for areas that 
are "no longer relevant to the 
mission of the university" in- 
stead of allowing them to be 
perpetuated as in the past. 


He assured the committee that 


the quality of instruction will be 
improved at undergraduate 
levels and for graduate assistants 
who teach.

Dr. John Braeman, University 


of Nebraska-Lincoln history 
professor, is one of three 
historians invited to help 
DePauw University mark the 
100th anniversary of the birth of 
one of its most well-known 
alumni, Charles A. Beard. 


The university is located in 


Greencastle, Ind. 


Beard is known as one of the 


20th Century's most controver- 
sial historians. A Columbia 
University professor, he wrote 
more than a dozen major books 
and texts on American 
economics and political history, 
founded a college, fought the 
suppression of academic 
freedom and advised on 
municipal matters, including the 
reconstruction of Tokyo after its 


1923 earthquake. 


After his death in 1948, he was 


described as "an iconoclastic 
scholar who dared to attack 
sanctified opinions and to 
express his personal concern 
about the present and future 
path of the nation." 


Braeman will lecture on 


"Charles Beard: Historian and 
Progressive." 


Beard was first known for his 


book, "An Economic Interpreta- 
tion of the U.S. Constitution," 
published in 1913. The book 
questioned the popular notion 
that America's founding fathers 
were beyond reproach. 


Brilliant Men 


He regarded the Constitution's 


writers as brilliant men who 
deliberately wrote a document 


that checked the spread of 
democracy and equality. Beard 
contended it protected the 
writers' and their friends' large 
commercial interests to buttress 
their own property rights in the 
new nation. 


Four years, dfter the book's 


publication. Beard resigned his 
teaching post at Columbia 
University in a dispute over 


academic freedom and anti-war 
sentiment among some of his 


colleagues He never returned 
full-tune to the classroom 


He wvis the former president 


of both the American Political 
Science and the American 
Historicdl Associations

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Usury Rafe No Obstacle 
To Mortgage Support Plan 


Omaha (AP) — Nebraska's 


relatively low usury rate will not 
he a detriment if Congress ap- 
proves President Gerald Ford's 
proposed mortgage-support 
program, according to Dan 
Kearney, president of the 
Government National Mortgage 
Association (Ginny May). 


During his speech on the 


economy presented to Congress 
earlier this week, Ford spoke of 
a proposed $7.5 billion program 
to boost housing starts through 
an increase in federally- 
guaranteed mortgages. 


According to Kearney, $3 


billion would be used im- 
mediately to back mortgages on 
100,000 homes .throughout the 
country, the remaining funds 
would be released at the discre- 
tion of the President. 


Nebraska's current statutory 


usury rate stands at 9%, and 
many in the banking and con- 
struction industry have called 
for an increase because invest- 
ment funds are flowing out of 
the state to state's where in- 
vestors can get better returns. 


According to Kearney, Presi- 


dent Ford's plan "will be most 
probably beneficial in states 
where, because of usury laws, 
conventional loans aren't being 
made." 


"We (Ginny May) would allow 


the originating lender to 
separate at the maximum that 
would be allowable under state 
usury law, but below the market, 
and oringinate that loan at a dis- 
count — that is, allowing points 
to be charged. 


Points are what the seller pays 


to finance the loan. 


Kearney also said the increase 


in guaranteed mortgage money 
will not endanger the recent 
boom in multiple-family units. 


"The high cost of construc- 


tion, and the cost of credit for 
rental apartments is also a 
problem, so we have asked 
Congress to include in the bill 
the purchase authority for milti- 
family as well as single family 
mortgages," Kearney said. 


Kearney said the con- 


gressional attitude on the 
proposal has been good, and that 
a rejection of Ford's proposed 
57o surtax will not affect the fun- 
ding of the martgage program 


because the money will be com- 
ing from the Treasury, and is to 
be paid back within two to three 
years. 


Kearney said the main intent 


of the mortgage support 
program is to boost housing 
starts, not to provide mortgage 
money for second mortgages. 


Kearney also stressed that the 


proposal would be in addition to 
the $9.9 billion in mortgage 
purchase authority that has been 
utilized by Ginny May this year. 


The difference between 


Ford's program and earlier 
programs is that "purchase 
authority will not be limited to 
FHA and VA guaranteed 
mortgages," Kearney said. 


Sugar Esters Agreement 
With Brazilian Firm OKd 
By United Press International 
Gov. J. James Exon has ap- 


proved an agreement between 
the Nebraska Department of 
Economic Development and 
Quimica Milen S. A., a Brazilian 
Company, which provides patent 
rights to state-owned technology 
for producing sugar esters in 
Latin America. 


It was the second time 


Nebraska has entered into an in- 
ternational agreement with a 
foreign company to use the 
process. 


Under a 1968 agreement, a 


Japanese corporation was 
licensed to the rights to the 
Nebraska sugar ester patents in 
Japan. 


Omaha National Reports 
Income Of 38 <r Per Share 


Omaha (AP) — Omaha 


National Corp. reported 
Thursday its net income per 
share was 38 cents for the third 
quarter of 1974, compared to 60 
cents for the same period last 
year. 


For the nine months ended 


Sept. 30, the firm reported net 
income of SI.87 per share, com- 
pared to SI.94 in the same period 
last year. 


The corporation, which 


operates Omaha National Bank, 
said that "in view of continued 
economic uncertainty, the 
bank's management, with the 
concurrence of its board of 
directors, has elected to increase 
the provision for loan losses 
charged to current income." 


The corporation said the third 


quarter earnings figures reflect 
this increase for the full nine 
months ended Sept. 30. Severe 
inflation, coupled with record 
high interest rates, are the prin- 
cipal factors cited as increasing 
the likelihood of above average 
loan losses. 


The firm's management now 


expects total 1974 results for 
both the bank and the corpora- 
tion to be about the same as 
those achieved in 1973. 


In the fourth quarter last year, 


bank earnings were depressed by 
losses on securities sales. 
Management said it doesn't an- 
ticipate similar losses this year, 
and therefore expects improve- 
ment in the current fourth 
quarter results over the same 
period last year. 


The Department of Economic 


Development patented the 
process of combing sugar and 
tallow to form sugar esters in the 
late 1960's and holds patent 
rights in many countries. 


The Japanese licensee has 


produced sugar esters mainly for 
use as food additives and in mild 
specialty detergents. The 
Brazilian company will employ- 
newly developed technology to 
manufacture a heavy duty laun- 
dry detergent using sugar esters 
as the basic ingredient. 


Doris Petersan, research 


director for economic develop- 
ment, said the new use of sugar 
esters in detergent production is 
important from economic and 
environmental standpoints. She 
said sugar esters are completely 
biodegradable and as the price 
of petroleum increases, sugar 
ester-based 
detergents will 


become more attractive 
economically.

In Market 


New York (AP) - The stock 


market kept its strongest rally in 
months going Thursday with 
another sharp advance in its 
busiest single session since the 
1973-74 bear market began. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials climbed 17.06 to 
648.08 on top of Wednesday's 
28.39 surge to bring its gain since 
the start of the week to more 
than 63 points. 


New York Stock Exchange 


volume soared to 26.36 million 
shares, the heaviest total since 
Dec. », 1972 and the fifth- 
biggest on record. Comparisons, 
it should be noted, may be dis- 
.torted by the recent lengthening 
of the trading day by 30 minutes. 


Advances 
outdistanced 


declines 1,338 to 261 among the 
1,857 issues traded on the Big 
Board. 


Analysts said the rally 


Wednesday, which produced the 
best gain by the Dow in nearly a 
year and a half and surprised a 
good many people, sparked what 
one called "a near-buying panic" 
Thursday, especially at the 
opening. 


The market. also got some 


further apparent injections of 
support from the government's 
report that wholesale prices rose 
in September at their slowest 
rate in 11 months, and from a 
prime rate cut to 11 Vz per cent 
by banks in St. Louis and 
Washington, D.C. 


The NYSE's high-speed ticker 


ran late for much of the morning 
as the market surged ahead, 
backed off briefly in profit 
taking, took off again then final- 
ly retreated once more toward 
the close as profit takers moved 
in again. 


All was not unmitigated joy on 


Wall Street, despite the gain and 
the sudden rush of business for a 
securities industry that has been 
complaining of lagging volume 
for some time. 


For one thing, the dramatic 


climb in the.Dow this week has 
brought it back only to its level 
of around Sept. 25, and the 
average still has a long way to go 
to recoup its punishing losses 
since the start of the summer.

sharp swings is the increasing 
dominance of investing in- 
stitutions, which by NYSE 
reckoning account for nearly 
three-quarters of the activity on 
the exchange.

Dips To 22 
Behind '73 


The low rate of traffic 


fatalities in August and! 
September resulted in the toll 
for the first nine months of 1974 I 
being 22 behind that of 1973, 
statistics released by the j 
Nebraska Department of Motor | 
Vehicles show. 


There was a reduction of two 


fatalities in August, traditionally 
a ''killer month." Forty persons 
were killed in 1974, compared 
with 42 in 1973, 59 in 1972 and 61 
in 1971. 


The total of 29 killed in 


September was the second- 
lowest toll for that month in the 
past decade. Forty were killed in 
September 1973, and 56 in 
September 1972. 


The rate of increase in four 


traffic areas also dropped. 


Motorcycle deaths, up 100% 


through June 30, dropped to up 
50% by Sept. 30. For the same 
periods, railroad crossing deaths 
dropped from up 67% to up 23%, 
county road deaths decreased 
from up 37% to up 25%, and ur- 
banystreet deaths declined from 
an increase of 22% to up 8%.

Nebraska Corn Crop Estimate Up Slightly 


By The Associated Press 


Nebraska's 1974 corn crop, plagued by 


drought and an early frost, is estimated at 
355 million bushels, a figure 2% above 
government forecasts of one month ago, the 
Federal-State Division of Agricultural 
Statistics said Thursday. 


The 1973 crop totaled 544.5 million 


bushels. 


Irrigated corn is estimated at 303 million 


bushels, unchanged from the Sept. 1 
forecast, but down 2% from a year ago. 
Yield is unchanged at 101 bushels per acre. 


Dryland corn production is estimated at 52 


million bushels, up from last month because 
dryland farmers intend to harvest more 
acres for grain than they had planned earlier, 
according to USDA statistician Ron Radenz. 


The September freeze, accompanied by 


more harvesting of low yield corn fields for 
grain than expected, lowered the dryland 
yield estimate two bushels per acre to 26 
bushels. 


The grain sorghum harvest was forecast at 


74 million bushels, down 11% from a month 
earlier, and down 47% from 1973, when 
slightly more than 140 million bushels were 


harvested. 


Grain sorghum was expected to yield 40 


bushels per acre, down five bushels from 
Sept. 1, and 28 bushels from a year ago. 


The soybean crop was estimated at 23.1 


million bushels, up 16% from the Sept. 1 
forecast. "The crop looks at lot better than 
most of the farmers thought it would, so they 
are harvesting more acres for beans," 
Radenz said. 


Nebraska farmers are expected to harvest 


1.1 million acres of soybeans this year. 


The wheat crop forecast was unchanged 


from Sept. 1 at 101.5 million bushels, com- 


pared with 93.8 million bushels a year ago. 


A record dry edible bean crop of 2,317,000 


hundredweight is forecast. The previous 
record harvest came in 1972 when 1,710,000 
hundredweight was harvested. 


The 1973 crop totaled 1,664,000 hun- 


dredweight. 


The sugarbeet crop was forecast 1,502,000 


tons, 1% above last year. 


All hay production improved from earlier 


forecasts, and is currently estimated at 6 
million tons, a figure still 217o below last 
year's harvest.

In Robbery 


Omaha (AP) — FBI officials 


here Thursday released the 
name of a suspect wanted for 
questioning in connection with 
the Wednesday robbery of the 
Patio Office of the Council 
Bluffs. Iowa, Savings Bank. 


A lone man walked into the 


bank Wednesday afternoon, 
passed a note saying "This is a 
robbery." and walked out with 
an estimated $4,040. 


Investigators said the bandit 


did not produce a weapon dur- 
ing the holdup. 


It was the second time in less 


than two months that the bank 
had been held up. On the morn- 
ing of Aug. 29. a lone gunman 
made off with about $2.500. An 
Indiana man has since since 
been arrested and charged in 
connection with the August rob- 
bery. 


The FBI identified the sus- 


pect in the latest holdup at Paul 
Joseph Mosier. 28, a native of 
Coshocton, Ohio. Officials said 
Mosier still has relatives in the 
Coshocton area. 


Mosier might also be using the 


name Paul Joseph Murielli, 
authorities said. 


Mosier. whose 
description 


matches that of the mar who 
held up the bank in Council 
Bluffs, is also named in a fed- 
eral bank robbery warrant, 
which was issued in Salt Lake Ci- 
ty. Oct. 8. the FBI said. 


In addition to the Salt Lake 


City holdup, agents also believe 
Mosier may have been involved 
in recent bank robberies in Al- 
buquerque. N.M.: Cheyenne. 
Wyo.. and Colorado Springs. 
Colo. 


The FBI also warned that 


Mosier is believed armed, and 
considered dangerous.

Omaha (AP) — Lawrence E. 


Walsh of New York, president- 
elect of the American Bar 
Association, says President 
Ford's pardon of former Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon may have 
shocked the public, but "I feel 
we're going to get the facts 
soon." 


Walsh told newsmen that he 


feels the questions of why the 
pardon was given, and the 
timing of Ford's action need to 
be answered, but that they will 
probably be answered satisfac- 
torily because of the President's 
willingness to testify in 
Congress. 


However, Walsh, here 


Thursday to address one of the 
opening sessions of the Nebraska 
Bar Association's (NBA) annual 
convention, pointed out that 
•'pardons always have an 
aborational quality. They aren't 
governed by law, they are excep- 
tions to the law by definition... 
they are matters of grace." 


Speaking to NBA members at 


a luncheon, Walsh reported on 
the problems and activities of 
the profession. 


Walsh said the mood of the 


country is critical, adding that 
the attitude stems from years of 
inflation, in which the benefits 
of prosperity have been taken 
from the people by rapidly rising 
costs. 


He added that the mood has 


been further accentuated by- 
Watergate exposures, "which for 
two years have given the 
American people a focus for 
their frustration. It has had a 
special focus on a lawyer's role, 
not only because of the dozen or 
so involved in charges related to 
serious misconduct, but also 
because no lawyer said 'no' to 
the President until Elliot 
Richardson (then U.S. Attorney 
General) resigned following his 
refusal to discharge the special 
prosecutor (Archibald Cox). 


"This has been unfairly used 


to astigmatize the entire profes- 
sion. At the same time it serves 
as a warning to all in the profes- 
sion who deal with willful 
clients," Walsh added. 


Walsh said the big question 


currently facing the profession 
is, "What can we do to help the 
new president?"

Job Experience One Of Public School Goals 


Giving 25% of all youngsters some job 


experience by January 1976 is a goal of 
the Lincoln Public Schools, Supt. John 
Prasch said Thursday. 


Prasch addressed a luncheon meeting 


of five Lincoln Sertoma clubs gathering 
for their annual recognition of Youth 
Employment Service (YES), a Sertoma- 
sponsored project. 


YES, founded in 1957 by the Lincoln 


Sertoma Club, helps youngsters 
between the ages of 14 and 18 find jobs 
after school and on weekends with local 
employers. It is operated by youth for 
youth, with no charge to either the 
employer or the job-seeker. 


Real Experience 


Prasch spoke of the need for young 


people to have some real working 
experience. 


Currently, 1,232 students are involved 


in some kind of job through the work 
experience program in the schools. 


"Lincoln Public Schools have a strong 


commitment to the idea that kids need 
employment experience," Prasch said. 


But he stressed that progress along 


these lines is dependent on the respon- 
siveness of the community. "Only a sen- 
sitive community would provide that 
many placements,'' he said of Lincoln. 


School seems to have become a "vast 


holding place" for kids until they are 
ready to do something else, Prasch said. 


He questioned whether the function 


of school is to act as "a sieve that sorts 
out those who will be successful" or to 
act as an "over-all enabler, to help a 
youngster become what he'd like." 


The concept of school as a holding 


place is one of the main causes of the 
generation gap, the school superinten- 
dent said. 


Different Worlds 


Schools are organized so that kids and 


adults are living in different worlds, he 
noted. And there's not enough intermix 
between the two world, he stressed. 


To amend this situation, the school 


administrator said there is an attempt 
to build into school programs ways for 
youngsters to get into the community 


and for the community to get to the 
students through speakers in classes. 


Impediments to implementation. 


Prasch said, include a whole system of 
juvenile protection laws in industry and 
the legitimate concern that kids doing 
jobs may be taking work from adults. 


However, Prasch said, the biggest 


problem is how to really teach the basic 
economic lesson of productivity in a 
simulated situation, rather than the real 
thing. 


Mutual trust between the Lincoln 


community and schools and the sharing 
of joint responsibility make Prasch. 
nevertheless, very optimistic about the 
outcome.

The reopened facility will be 


called Community Emergency 
Center, and will provide serv- 
ices through March 1.1978, pro- 
viding there is a need and sup- 
port, according to Charles V. 
Sederstrom Jr., an attorney for

The new C.U.-SL Joseph med- 


ical complex is expected to open 
in early 1978.
